During the week ending the 24th May, 1947 in British 
India (excluding North-West Frontier Province) -and in the 
Indian States shown in this statement, the total number of 
deaths recorded in 211 towns having a population t>i 30,000 
and over was 10,933. Tire mid-year estimated population 
of these towns was 24,951 1471 and the death rate was 22.9 
per thousand of the population. Births in the same towns 
numbered 12,249 giving a birth rate of 25 -5 per thousand of 
the population. In British India alone the corresponding 
birth and death rates were 25 • 5 and 22 . 4 per thousand of the 
population respectively. 

(A) British India. — The following towns in British India 
returned a death rate of 50 or over per thousand of the popu- 
lation. 

Burhanpur (77.7) ; Elliehpur (70.3); Jhansi (69 . 3) ; 
Etawah (69.3) ; Sitapur (64.3) ; Hissar (60.8) ; Pilibhit 
(59.7); Bhiwani (59.4); Farrukhabad cum Fatehgarb 
(57.5); Gaya (56.9); Beawar (56.9); Ferozepore (56.0); 
Rewari (55 . 9) ; Nasik (55.1); Hardwar Union (53 . 6) ; Hingan- 
ghat (52.8) ; Yeotmal (50.1) and Benares (50.0). ( 

In all the above towns the high death rate was mainly due 
to deaths from fevers. In Yeotmal there was a considerable 
number of deaths from respiratory diseases. In Farrukhabad- 
cwm-Fatehgarh and Ferozepur there were considerable num- 


bers of deaths frotn dyaent r\ ind diarrhoea and respiratory 

diseases. ‘ 

In 198 towns in British India there were 63 deaths from 
cholera, 171 deaths from small-pox and 2 deaths from piaguflp 
Of the deaths from cholera Calcutta recorded 28 ; Howrah 6 ; 
Bet all 4 Bihar, Bally and South SurburbanH each ; Gaya. 
Arrah. Titagarh, M^mi nsirgh and Chittagong 2 each ; Patna, 
Chapra, Tolu gunj , Khulna, Bombay and Malegaon one each. Of 
the deaths iiom small-pox Calcutta recorded 46 ; Delhi City 
35 ; Nagpur 22 ; Nagpur Civil Station 16 ; Jhang-Maghiana 
10; Jhelum 5; Gujranwala, Jubbulpore and Hyderabad 4 
each; Sholapur 3 ; flow rah, Nabadwip, Satara, Karachi and 
Bewar 2 each ; -Ferozepore, Sitapur, Cawnpore, Allahabad, 
Meerut, Hardwar Union, Chapra, Jamshedpur, IC ngpur, 
Wardha, Raipur and Bhusawal one eaci) . Of tne deaths from 
Plague Ferozabad and Darbhanga recorded one each. 

(B) Indian States.— Vmongst the Indian States shown in 
this statement Jaipur was the onh town had a high death 
rav of 62 5 per thousand of the population. The high death 
rate was mainly due to deaths from levers. 

In 16 towns of the Indian States there was only one death 
from cholera which was recorded in Cambay city and 
deaths from small pox of which Jamnagar city recorded*!* : 
Patiala city and Poi bandar 2 each and Jodhpur and Cambay 
cities 1 each. Plague was absent during the week.
